A, That there are fuch Frees not only in rhe 
Northern, bur alfo in feveral other Parts ot Eng- 
land and indeed of Europe in Generali, is a Thing 
fufficiently known; but the Nature, and Species 
of ihefe Trees, and by what Means they came to 
be thus Buried is a more Difficult Enquiry. -That 
thofe that are found in our Moffes, are not Mine- 
ral Subftances (as fome have fancied) but thar 
they were once truly Vegetables, is demonftrate 
from the Specific Gravity of them, for they Swim 
in Water, which Lignum Fefjille will not do; and 
befides they are as liable to the Ax; Chiffel, Saw 
Plain, as any Wood whatever. The moft Curi- 
ous and Probable Conjecture about the Original 
and Species of them is that of Dr. Plot, in his Hi- 
ftory of Scaffordfhire. He fuppofes thefe Subter- 
raneous Trees to be Firrs, which be proves from 
a Relation he faw in fome Ancient Writings bes 
longing to the Lord Vifcount Gormanfton of Ireland, 
in which it istaid, thar when the Danes and Nor- 
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wegians had Poffeflion of our Country, they (like 
all other Conquerers ) endeavored to make 
this as like their own Country as they coud, 
and therefore Planred thofe Firrs. Bur af- 
ter thefe Trees had -gfown for about 200 
Years, there happened'to bea Toral Deftruction 
of the Danes thronghour England in’ a Day, inthe 
Time of King Frhelred. Upon which Occafion, 
or at leaft upon their Final Lofs of Dominion here 
after the Death of Hardy.Canute, that no Memori- 
al whatever might remain of them, the Trees they 
Planted were Cut down, and as many of them 
as grew in low, Moift Land ‘lying Inconvenient 
for Carriage) were Negledted, and fo thus Co- 
vered in Procefs of Time by Atteration.
